The assurances given by the 
several ministers including the premier, the 
minister of finance, the minister of public 
works and the chairman of the privy coun- 
cil, although unofficial, were of a nature 
and were given under circumstances that 
do not admit of any change of front on 
this question. If it was not the intention 
of the members of the government to grant 
the bridge it would have been an easy mat- 
ter and only fair on their part to have said 
so unofiicially ; but when they all said the 
very opposite it must be concluded that as 
honorable men they meant what they said 


and that the bridge is assured. In 
granting the necessary funds for the 
construction of this most important 


public work, the government which places 
it in the estimates and the parliament that 
votes it will be giving an evidence of their 
interest in the progress and welfare of the 
Northwest, throughout the vast extent of 
which this is the most important public 
work at present requiring attention. On 
one point the delegates have been subjected 
to adverse criticism, namely their suggestion 
that a grant of land might be made towards 
the construction of the bridge. But it 
should be remembered that this was only 
made in reply to the argument of a lack ot 
funds necessary for the work. It is quite 
possible that the system of granting land 
for any purpose other than cultivation by 
homesteaders is not in the best interests of | 
the country, but as it is a system that has | 
been followed and w still followed through- 
out the Northwest when railway construc- 
tion is concerned, professedly in the interests 
of the development of the country, no | 
doubt the delegates felt that the importance | 
of the bridge in the development of the | 
country and asa necessary addition to the | 
rail way already constructed, would equally | 
justify a land grant. That their judgmen; |

be judged by the fact that the argument of 
lack of fonds was not again brought up| 
against the project.

Ft. Saskatchewan, and D. Maloney of 
St. Albert. We also had the following 
letters: from Hon. Geo. A. Kirkpatrick, 
Lieut.-Gov. of Ontorio; W. C. Van Horne, 
President of the C.P.R., and C. C. Chip- 
mann, Commissioner of the H.B.Co’y. 

Mr. Daly assured us of his support and 
pointed out the advisability of seeing each 
minister separately, and expressed his grati- 
fication at the delegation being sent,. believ- 
ing that it would be of great assistance to 
him in obtaining an appropriation. 

We then held interviews with the follow- 
ing Ministers: Sir John Thompson Premier, 
Hon. G. E. Foster Minister of Finance, Hon. 
J. A. Ouimet Minister of Public Works, 
Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, Hon. W. B. Ives, President 
of the Privy Council, Sir Chas. H. Tupper 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, Hon. John 
Costigan, Secretary of State, Hon. J. 
(;. Haggart Minister of Railways and Canals, 
Sir A. P. Caron, Postmaster-General, and 
the Hon. A. R. Angers Minister of Agri- 
culture. 

In our interview with the Premier Hon. 
Mr. Daly very ably presented our case and 
—— out the injustice of the town of 

?dmonton a asked to pay a portion of 
the cost of a public work of such importance. 
The Premier acknowledged the great neces- 
sity of the bridge and stated that the town 
would not be asked to bear any portion of 
the cost. 

The Hon. Mr. Quimet produced the plans 
and specifications of the proposed iron 
bridge as prepared by the government 
engineer. He said he would bring a recom- 
mendation for the work before the council, 
and bring forward our arguments for the 
same. 

The Hon. Mr. Foster was interviewed by 
us in company with Mr. Davis our member. 
He said he fully recognized the great need 
of the bridge, but on account of the great 
reduction in revenue owing to the new tariff 
the government would be short of funds. 
We replied that if they were short of funds 
they had plenty of land in our district and 


| that if 35,000 acres were set aside on the 


the same principle as a railway subsidy, it 
would more than build the bridge without 
taking a cent from current revenue. 

The Hon. Mr. Ives who visited Edmonton 
last year expressed himself very strongly in 
favor of the bridge, as did also all the other 
ministers. 

Lieut.ov. Mackintosh promised to 
speak to the Premier, and do all in his pow- 
er to help us. 

Our thanks are due to the following me n- 
bers: Mason, Cleveland, McKay, Ingram, 
Boyle and others for their kind assistance. 

We were unable to obtain an interview 
with his Lordship Bishop Grandin at Ot- 
tawa but met him in Calgary on our return, 
when he promised us his influence. 

Owing to illness Mr. Nanton was unable 
to accompany us to Ottawa, but expects to 
go shortly, when he will use every endeavor 
to further the work. 


We cannot close our report without ex- | 


pressing our appreciation of the assistance 
given us by Mr. Daly and Mr. Davis, in 
whose hands we left the matter, feeling con- 
fident that they will see that an amount is 
placed in the supplementary estimates for 
the erection of the bridge. 

Referring to the division of the electoral 
and judicial districts, these matters we left 
in the hands of the Hon. Mr. Daly, Senator 
Lougheed and Mr. Davis. feeling that we 
should push to the utmost our great need, 
viz. the bridge. 

We are happy to sey that the sum voted 
for our expenses will be sufficient. and 
though sufiering a slight pecuniary loss we 
do not ask for any further sum to be advanc- 
ed by the Council.
